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Africa: re-routing/rooting the architectural grand tour 


Three years ago Patricia Anahory won the presti- 
gious Rotch Traveling Scholarship, a $30,000 
travel and research grant awarded annually to the 
winner of a two-stage architecture ideas competi- 
tion administered by the BSA. The intent is to 
provide young designers of unusual talent to 
explore the world. After 17 months exploring the 
culture, geography and architecture of West and 
East Africa, the Middle East, and Europe, 
Anahory returned last year with a few stories to 
tell. 


In a special presentation on March 19 in the 
BSA Lecture Series at the Boston Public Library, 
Anahory (pictured above) describes her excur- 
sions through Africa, weaving personal and 
architectural reflections on multiple facets of 
identity and design. She offers a visual catalogue 
of her observations as she traveled through com- 
plex geographical/cultural landscapes examining 


the intermingling of urban, religious and cultural 
practices that transform the built and unbuilt 
environments. (The image above on the right is 
one of the many Ethiopian structures explored 
by Anahory.) 


Anahory notes that the presentation this month 
for the BSA “will itself be a journey through her 
own search for roots and alternative routes in her 


continuing educational journey as an architect.” 


Grounded in the Cape Verde Islands of West 
Africa, Anahory earned architecture degrees at 
the Boston Architectural Center and at Princeton 
and has worked for firms such as Schwartz/Silver 
Architects in Boston and Michael Graves 
Architecté in ‘New Jersey. Her presentation on 
March 19 begins at 6:00 pm in the BPL’s Rabb 
Lecture Hall in Copley Square. There is no 
charge and all are welcome.

Boston buildings threatened 
by groundwater depletion 


“Depleted groundwater levels in Beacon Hill, Back 
Bay, Fenway and the South End are endangering the 
foundations of buildings built on pilings sunk into 
soft fill,” according to a recent report in the Boston 
Herald. Reporter Steve Marantz noted in this story 
that the deterioration of foundations in many Boston 
neighborhoods was first detected in the mid-1980s. 


The Boston Municipal Research Bureau reported in 
its newsletter a few months ago that the City of 
Boston has received a $1.6-million grant from the 
State to build over 700 new monitoring wells to track 
more efficiently the problem the Bureau described as 
“a slow tornado cutting through downtown Boston.” 


The City established the Boston Groundwater Trust 
in 1986 after being sued by several Beacon Hill resi- 
dents. BSA member Tim Mitchell ALA, according to a 
recent article The Back Bay Courant, “has been credit- 
ed with early discoveries of the problem as he realized 
that too many pilings have been exposed to the air 
and had begun losing strength. He has fought an 


uphill battle to make us aware of this problem.” 


Mitchell and Gary Saunders of the Saunders Hotel 
Group co-chair the City of Boston Groundwater 
Trust, “the long dormant entity” resuscitated by 
Mitchell, according to the Courant. To learn more

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Dialogue VII: 
What do you want and how do 
you get there ? 


After making it through architectural education, 
internship, registration and establishing yourself in an 
architectural office (whew), along comes the second- 
cup-of-coffee moment when you ask, “Now what do I 
want and how do I get there?” 


At several BSA Membership Committee meetings 
(during which this “dialogue” column idea was born), 
we have had several discussions about mid-career pro- 
fessionals: what they want, where they go, what their 
options are and how they get there. We also have dis- 
cussed how the BSA could better serve this group. 
(One of the results of this discussion is a two-part 
career development workshop that began last month 
and continues in April; see p. 5.). The questions that 
emerged in these committee discussions stuck with 
me. 


Assuming there is enough of an economic pulse to 
allow choices beyond survival mode, what do people 
in this group desire ? increased project responsibilities ? 
changing firms to experience a different type or scale 
of work or a different set of responsibilities ? striking 
out on one’s own for the adventure and control of 
starting a new firm ? more focus on and control of the 
design process ? After working long hours for years to 
become an experienced architect, what comes next ? 


Sometimes the answers to these questions trace what 
has been missing, an omission that creates a yearning. 
Perhaps it is a desire to pursue personal artistic goals 
or to spend more time with a new family and the flex- 
time that can accommodate that. Maybe there is a 
need for more financial security or a demand for a 
higher income to feed growing financial responsibili- 
ties. Perhaps it is a wish for more intellectual stimula- 
tion to connect architecture to a broader social con- 
text — difficult to achieve in firms not connected to 
universities at which partners are teaching architec- 
ture. Maybe there is a desire to have more responsibil- 


ity and stewardship of a firm, including the possibility 


of becoming a partner or moving to an office in 


which that is a possibility. 


At this stage some consider more global career changes 
and look at going back to school (gasp) or contem- 
plate alternative architectural careers. 


All of this leads us to ask what elements have been 
missing from your work/life that you would like to 
bring to the surface ? As you let your mind unfurl and 
fill your mental sails with a vision of your future, 
please respond to this month's query: What do you 
want in your career...and how do you get there?

Human nature renders 
us wary of individuals who belong to a group other than 
our own. That lack of comfort (on the part of the dominant 
group and the minority non-members) is sufficient to steer 
the average human being toward a more comfortable situa- 
tion. Lack of women and ethnic minorities in architecture 
leads to a lack of women and ethnic minority architects.”

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AIA censures member 
for ethics violation 


The AIA’s National Ethics Council ruled recently that 
a California member violated the AIA Code of Ethics 
and Professional Conduct by failing to comply with 
applicable registration laws and regulations governing 
professional practice and by making misleading, 
deceptive or false statements or claims about profes- 
sional qualifications. The censured architect violated 
California law by holding himself out to be an archi- 
tect when in fact he was not licensed in California. 
Specifically, even though he was not licensed, his firm 
included his resume with its general information 
packages, identifying him on the firm letterhead as an 
“architect”, listing him in a proposal as the “project 
architect” and similarly violated the laws governing 
the use of the word “architect”. 


The BSA has assembled a comprehensive package of 
information that includes the AIA Code of Ethics and 
all of the written decisions and advisory opinions 
issued by the Council on violations such as that 
described above and on issues such as inaccurate attri- 
bution of credit and the failure to give appropriate 
credit, uncompensated design services, referral fees 
and conflicts of interest, misrepresentation of qualifi- 
cations, the withholding of photographs and other 
material from former employees, negligent interpreta- 
tion of zoning regulations, endorsements and conflicts 
of interest, employment discrimination based on gen- 
der, supplanting, the failure to get clients’ consents to 
design changes, the use of other architects’ drawings, 
manufacturers’ indemnifications and conflicts of inter- 
ests, the failure to report employees’ lies or misstate- 
ments of qualifications, etc.

How do you compensate 
firm principals? 


“As firms adjust their plans and goals to the changing 
economy, this is a good time to reconsider your 
approach to principal compensation,” according to an 
article in a recent issue of Principals’ Report, the 
national design-firm management newsletter. 


The article focuses on a presentation at last year’s 
ACEC convention in Las Vegas when management 
consultant Mel Hensey addressed a variety of issues 
related to principal compensation including the need 
for base salaries consistent with job function for prin- 


cipals and everyone else, the need to vary total com- 
pensation to principals annually based on profitability 
and other issues, guides for setting principals’ salaries, 
sources of compensation data nationwide, bonuses, 
several compensation models, productivity standards 
and a good deal more.

The education of architects 
is skewered again 


“Our Degraded Public Realm: The Multiple Failures 
of Architecture Education” is the title of an essay by 
Harvard GSD’s Sarah Williams Goldhagen that was 
published in the January 10 issue of “The Chronicle 
Review” and reproduced in the electronic newsletter 
“ArchVoices”. 


Goldhagen’s essay is apparently inspired by the repeat- 
ed failures of design processes surrounding Ground 
Zero and, to a lesser extent, Boston's failure to adopt 
“a convincing set of principles for thinking about how 
to use the 30 acres of prime property” liberated by the 
Big Dig. 


Goldhagen focuses on the “almost total absence of 
demand for excellent architecture and urbanism” in 
this country and the failure of our schools to prepare 
architects intellectually to think about how to create 
excellent architecture and urban communities. She 
also skewers primary and secondary schools that 
“rarely mention architecture or urbanism at all” thus 
ensuring that we end up with clients and public ser- 
vants with little or no sense of design or urbanism. 
Goldhagen notes that asking such individuals and 
groups to judge inspired architecture “is akin to asking 
people with a third-grade education to select the next 
winner of the Nobel Prize in Literature”. 


Goldhagen’s analysis of architectural education on 
architectural theory is extensive and includes sugges- 
tions of educational reforms.

J. Irwin Miller, the visionary advocate of design excel- 
lence, businessman, philanthropist, discriminating 
client, and revitalizer of Columbus, Indiana, is being 
recognized with the AIA Institute Honors for 
Collaborative Achievement award this year. The BSA 
nominated Miller for “the nonpareil contributions he 
has made over five decades to the elevation of public 
awareness of the impact of design on our lives.” 


Honorary AIA Membership 

Polly Flansburgh, Hon. AIA founded Boston By Foot 
in 1976 to emphasize the extraordinary history of 
Boston architecture. In the ensuing years, Flansburgh 
and her 2,000 volunteer docents have led more than 
56,000 students and 170,000 visitors on walking voy- 
ages tracing the history and growth of our city. 
“Polly’s idea was to encourage residents and visitors to 
do what architects to — amble around the city and 
bask in its architectural achievements,” said the BSA 
Board of Directors when it nominated Flansburgh for 
this national honor.
